Speaking 1 to the Newmarket 
Horticultural Society on the 
topic, "Your Garden in 1952", 
John Bradshaw said, "The basis 
of a good lawn is six inches of 
top soil." Taking those present 
through the garden/ Mr. Brad- 
shaw emphasized the fundamen- 
tals of home beautification. He 
covered lawns, hedges, shade 
trees, foundation planting* 
shrubs, small fruits, and an- 
swered questions on all phases of 
gardening. 

"Sod is poor pasture. It never 
will make good lawn," said Mr. 
Bradshaw. "No farmer is going 
to sell his top pasture and peo- 
ple forget that even top pasture 
is not good sod. They smooth 
out the yellow clay. Put one 
inch of sod over and hope for a 
good lawn, 

"A lawn needs feeding twice 
yearly. In the spring a commer- 
cial fertilizer providing a com- 
plete plant food should be spread 
at the rate of three pounds per 
100 square feet Take ropes and 
mark off your lawn accurately 
so that you can. be sure you are 
providing adequate plant food. 

Then take the back of "the rake 

and rake over the grass plants 

lightly so that the food goes 
down into the soil. Give a good 
watering-in and watch that old 
lawn green-up. 

"In the fall well rotted barn- 
yard manure which has been 
screened {3 inch screen) should 
be spread about one inch thick 

over all the lawn. 
- "The first thing people do in 
the spring is to get out the rake 
and go to town on the lawn. 
They clean away the natural hu- 
mus material, the grass clippings 
which should be left. If you 
are going to feed your lawn pro- 
perly then the grass clippings 
can be removed from the lawn. 
Otherwise, it is best to leave 
them. 
August For Lawns 

"The time to begin working 
on a new lawn is in August. 
During this month prepare the 
seed bed. Then is the time to 
get the level grade. Around the 
first of September sow the grass 
seed. Beware of bargains in the 
plant world. As in everything 
else, you get what you pay for. 
You can expect to pay $1.25 to 
$1.40 per pound for good grass 
seed. The basis of any good 
grass ^mixture is Kentucky Blue 
grass. In the cheaper grass mix- 
tures, they cut down on the per- 
centage of Kentucky Blue. 

"About the only thing the 
Jav/n roller does is to push the 
grass roots back in placefor many 
of the grass plants are heaved 
v/ith the frost. But no amount 
of pushing will take-out tho.ie 
humps which should have been 
removed before sowing. You 
should have a light amount of 
water in the roller. 

"Twice a year your lawn 
should be sprayed with 241). 
This is not a poison, but a hor- 
mone and it makes broad leaf 
weeds put on such a spirit of 
growth that they kill themselves. 
Use it according to the manu- 
facturer's instructions. AH these 
preparations for weed and pest 
control are highly concentrated 
**«d unlike making tea don't put 
in one for the the pot. If the 
directions say one tablespoon to 
a gallon of water, use it that 
way. 

"Use your 24D on a calm, dry 
day. If there is moisture in the 
air it will dilute your solution 
and weaken it. Also on windy 
days, the 24D will be blown 
over your garden and your 
neighbors and everything in the 
garden with a broad leaf will be 
affected, not just those unde- 
sirable weeds in the lawn, fn 
June un<\ August are the times 
to use 24 D. 

"The lawn needs watering 
when the weather becomes hot 
and dry. Not just a sprinkling 
here and there but a good soak- 
ing which will reach down for 
three to four inches. Put the 
hose in one spot and let it run 
until that place is well watered 

before moving it on to another. 

A Science 

"Gardening is a science," said 
John Bradshaw." The business 

men of this country are our big- 
gest optimists in gardenings. 
They would never think of 

making a move on the stock 

market without first checking 
everything very carefully. When 
they come to the garden they 
buy the first thing they see or 
hear about, stick it in the 
ground and sit back to enjoy 
the results." 

In speaking of hedges, Mr. 
Bradshaw said that they should 
l>e trimmed wider at the bottom 
than at the top. By pruning in 
this fashion unsightly holes at 
the base of the hedge are less 
likely to develop. He was very 
forceful in his rejection of Chin- 
ese elm as a hedge. "It isn't 
even Chinese elm, but rather a 
Siberian elm. It's a CO foot tree 
at maturity and not a hedge.

"Hedges should he fed with a 
complete plant food every 
spring. And, in the fall every 
other year it should be fed with 
humus, either from the eomposx 
pile or barnyard manure. Good 
hedges for this area include 
English Privet, Red Barberry, 
Copper Beach, Rose of Sharon 
and others. The Flowering Cur- 
rant is a first class dwarf hedge 
for this district 

"I have often wondered why 
the women of Ontario always 
want a Weeping- Willow. For 
the small garden it is the worst 
type of shade tree you could 
select. It will go 200 feet for 
your drains. It will over-run 
your garden and it is a dirty 
tree. Polars are another dirty 
tree which rob your soiL They 
have a short life span. After 
about 17 or 18 years they start 

to die and go right on dying

"When planting a shade tree, 
dig a hole three feet wide and 
three feet deep. Put a six to 

eight inch layer of top soil and 

plant food at the bottom of the^ 
hole. Cover with another layer 
of top soil about two to three 
inches deep. Put mound of soil 
in hole to fit under the crown 

of the roots and prune out any 
broken or crowded roots. Place 
tree roots in hole and cover 

v/ith about six inches of top 
soil. Tramp firmly and fill hole 
with water. Let this run away 
and fill hole in completely,

Session to End Soon 

The work of the sixth session

This is the probable procedure 
to coincide with plans to have 
the 1952 session concluded be- 
fore the Coronation in early 
June.

•'Before you plant any tiling in 
your garden find out its natural 
likes and dislikes, its final 
heighth and width. Kveryone is 
familiar with the Blue Spruce 
being planted in front of the 
small home. A Blue Spruce 
readies i*0 feet at maturity. Be- 
fore king it's necessary to go up- 
stairs if you want to look out 
of the window. 

'■You should think of your 
property as a picture. The 
house is the theme and the shade 
trees, lawns and hedges are the 
frame. Use some imagination 
and color in your foundation 
planting. Blend in the founda- 
tion planting so that it ties your 
house to the land. Flowering 
shrubs have their place here as 
well as the conventional ever- 
greens. Keep a spot for flower 
ing bulbs, crocuses and snowdrops 
at the base of your shrubs. Near 
the doorway, they bring the first 
promise of spring and the grow- 
ing season to all who visit your 
home. 

"Dorset and Fairfax are two 
new and very fine strawberries 
for the home garden. Premier, 
developed in 1903 has never 
been beaten for commercial 
growing, but every small garden 
should have some of these two 
new varieties. The Fairfax are 
a big, black berry so sweet that 
you need no sugar on them. I've 
KCt-n 13 berries fill a quart box. 
Kaeh year a new patch of Straw- 
berries should be started. Never 
leave the strawberries in the 
same place in the garden. Dig in 
all kinds of hurnus in the year 

prior to planting your straw- 

berries*. You'll be repaid with a 
larger harvest and bigger fruit. 

In raspberries, Viking is good 
for the freezer and Latham Js 
still the reliable commercial 
berry.

There was a congestion of traffic at the corner of 
Davis Dr. west and Yonge St. on Sunday night for a 
period of two hours as south-bound traffic from resorts 
north of Bradford met the west and south-bound 
traffic from the east shore of Lake Simcoe* If last 
Sunday's experience was any indication, the traffic 
congestion will worsen as the summer wears on. What 
on earth is there to justify the department of highways' 
continued indifference to the corner? 

When traffic is light and moving fast, the corner 
is a safety hazard. When traffic is heavy arid moving 
slow, it is a needless source of delay and congestion. 
Yet the provincial department remains steadfastly in- 
different to the situation even as it worsens with each 
succeeding season. 

What is so complicated a b o u t installing traffic 
lights at the comer? What is so difficult about grad- 
ing the slope south of the corner and widening the 
road-width so that left hand turns can be made onto 
these important arteries without locking front and rear 
bumpers, or being ridden off the roads by oncoming 
cars moving too quickly: to stop? 

The number of traffic accidents and the extent of 
the weekend congestion should be sufficient evidence 
for the highway department to act. In fact, all they 
have to do is take one look at the corner, knowing it 
to be an intersection of heavily used roads, to determine 
whether it constitutes a hazard. Isn't it about time 
something was done about it? 

LIQUOR VOTE

The results of the Aurora liquor vote three weeks 
ago should answer for some time to come those in New- 
market who have speculated how a vote here would go. 
It was generally conceded in such speculation that the 
bulk of the native residents here would vote against 
the opening of stores but it was thought that enough 
newcomers have moved into town to swing the vote, 
it seems to us such arguments are too often founded 
on a belief that all newcomers want liquor stores which 
just isn't so, as the Aurora vote suggested. 

We think it will be some time yet before the people 
of Newmarket, old or new-comers, who do not want 
liquor stores, will be outvoted by those who do. We 
grant that the time may come, just as the time may 
come, when Newmarket will be a small city instead of 
the pleasant sized country town it is now. But at 
present, we see no advantage at all in having liquor out- 
lets here, particularly when within easy distance of 
Newmarket there is a liquor store, arid present arrange- 
ments for the sale of liquor and beer include a conveni- 
ent delivery service, and we would oppose such a 
proposal if it were made at the present time. 

VOICE FROM THE HINTERLAND 
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Time Magazine's fondness for the descriptive ad- 
jeetive sometimes leads it sadly astray from the facts. 
In the current issue, it speaks of location of the now 
Leica factory at "placid little (population 6,049) Mid- 
land". Wo can imagine the indignation of Midland's 
Board of Trade and Editor BUI Cranston of the Free 
Press and County Herald. "Placid" is hardly the word 
for Midland which has always struck us as an exceed- 
ingly brisk and wide-awake municipality. 

Midland at least is mentioned by name; Newmarket 
wasn't even mentioned when a: story was done about 

one of its former citizens, Mr. Joseph McCulley, new 
warden of Hart House and former deputy commissioner 
of penitentiaries. He is referred to in the news report 
as having teen headmaster of Pickering College, a 
Quaker prep school "near Toronto". 

Newmarket's indignation at being so casually dis- 
missed as "near Toronto" would have been somewhat 
cased had the name of the town been used, even with 
the adjective "placid". Imagination f alters at t,UJ 
reaction in Midland had it been described as simply "on 
Georgian Bay" or'* two hours north of '.Toronto". 

We do wonder though how; one can put much 
credence in Time's reports" when It locates Pickering 
College in an unnamed [hinterland "noar Toronto" and 

grossly mislabels Midland as Vplacid". 
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REGULATING WATER SUPPLIES 
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"Unless a real effort is made by consumers in tho 
Newmarket . , , area, they may he faced with a serious 
shortage of water. All the pumping stations are work- 



ing to their absolute capacity . . /' The report might 
have been from this Newmarket a few years ago instead 
of being a quotation from our contemporary's front 

page in Newmarket, England. 

- . - -■ 

Fortunately, this Newmarket's water supply is . 
adequate for the present but we wonder about the 
future. Sooner or later, we will need more water to 

support our growth. Where will it come from? There 
is a limit to the amount of water which can be drawn 
from the ground. Eventually, indeed there is already 
evidence of it, Newmarket will be robbing the wells of 
the area to supply its needs. 

Conservation is one way by which water supplies 
can be extended but to date, there has not been much 
evidence that the Holland River Conservation Author- 
ity is an active body, beyond the demands on the member 
municipalities for funds. It will be a long, slow process 
to achieve an adequate program a n d time's running 
short. 

As pertinent, we think, is some regulation of the 
number of wells drilled in a given area. As far as we 
know, there is no inter-municipal authority over the 
number of wells to be dug and with sub-divisions sprout- 
ing up all over the district, the number of wells must 
be quite high. There will come a time when the demand 
upon the water resources may exceed the supply unless 
there is some regulation. 

SHARON PICNIC 

The annual picnic of the York Pioneer and His- 
torical Society and the Women's Institutes at Sharon 
Temple last Saturday was, according to all reports, a 
grand success. It is heartening it should be so. Both 
groups represent enduring mediums through which our 
past and traditions can be preserved and anything which 
strengthens that purpose is to be encouraged. 

■ 

There is not among us yet a sense of continuity, 
an identification with pur past. Indeed, it almost 
seems as if we are ashamed of our. past by the way in 
which we permit the obliteration of old landmarks and 
tho forgetfulness of past actions. We look ahead with 
such earnestness and determination that we havte no 
time to consider our origins yet we are what we anj 
because of those same origins. 

There is much to. be learned from the past which 
would illuminate our futures. But more than tho 
knowledge and understanding, the study of our past will 
strengthen our resolution in the present provide tho 
anchor with which to ride out the completing and con- 
fusing trends of our time. 

There is inspiration to be had in our past. Were 
wc surer of it there would be less of the bewilderment, 
the aimless groping for expression in tho present. A 
nation without roots solidly embedded in the past is a 
nation without tradition, without culture, and without 
perspective. Those virtues are more needed now than 
ever; in their own way, tho' Pioneers and the Institutes 
are encouraging those virtues and every assistance 
should be given their effort.

He was so tiny he had to stand on a box to cue the ball while 
playing, so they called him "The Soap Box Champion". 

Even then his father, who was coaching him, had big 
things In view. And he had a fine subject to work with, 
because Willie took orders like a soldier, lie had a genius 
for hard practice. And the result began to bear rich fruit 
at an early age. 

They took Hoppe to France, where balkline billiards was 
at its peak. They had "academies" where fans wagered freely 
on cue matches. And great men played in them. One was 
Vignaux, the champion. At 17 Hoppe defeated Vignaux. He 
became world champion. And thereafter he became such 
an outstanding exponent of his craft that he remained cham- 
pion for 17 years. From the "Soap Box Champion" he became 
"The Boy Wonder". Now, in his sixties, he's stilt champion 
at his trade, after recovering from a nervous breakdown that 
threatened to end his playing career. It took two or three 
years to cure it. 

So as we said, don't let the years get you down. We could 
wade into the statistics to show you that Clarence DeMar 
was a marathon champion in his forties; that Bob Fitzsim- 
mons was still a world heavyweight boxing champion at 36, 
and that Jersey Joe Walcott, the present champion, according 
to some estimates, is now 45 years old. 

And then there was BUI Cook, surviving World War 1» 
and a couple of years campaigning on other war fronts after 
that, who came back to take up his hockey stick with New 
York Rangers and, in his forties, win recognition as one of 
hockey's great right wings of all time. And there was Big 
Bill Tilden who, in his forties too, could beat practically alt 
the younger stars on the tennis courts. And little Aurel Jollat, 
who played hockey for 17 consecutive seasons with Canadiens, 
and Eugene Tremblay, probably the greatest wrestler Canada 
ever produced, who in his fifties was almost unbeatable among 
the lightweights. 

So don*t let the years get you down. A lot of folk have 
been able to rise above the shadows of Time,

It is obvious that secret meetings on public ques- 
tions are bound to create: a lot of speculation. The 
arena and its problems are of the utmost public impor- 
tance. Not only the structural condition of the arena 
but the administration of it have come under criticism. 
For these reasons it would have been more satisfactory 
if the press had been present to inform the citizens of 
what took place. 

The very fact that the arena board and the council 
met in secret conclave is sure to create adverse comment. 
"If there's nothing to hide why hold the meeting behind 
closed doors?" is a remark we have heard frequently 
during the past few days. Nothing clears the air like 
publicity, and by the same token nothing creates sus- 
picion more easily than secret meetings. 

We have had to take plenty of criticism without 
an opportunity of replying to it. At an arena board 
meeting held on April M, to which we were not invited, 
the Banner reported an attack made on us by Mr. Under- 
bill. It is quite apparent that the chairman of the 
arena board is ready to criticise others but is acutely 
sensitive when the same treatment is meted out on an 
"inactive board". 

Our duty is to the citizens of Aurora. We are not 
interested ill protecting special interests in any shape 
or form. Nothing that we have written has been or 
can be challenged. We have stirred action. That is 
a point gained. Had we remained silent the citizens 
would not have had the information they now have. 

Thus we can claim that our paper has rendered 
another service to the citizens of Aurora. We await 
a report on the "closed meeting". 



POINTS OF VIEW 

In last week's Aurora News Page we gave a report 
of a discussion on the proposed wading pool which took 
place at the Recreation Commission meeting on Thurs- 
day night, June 5. Having heard a number of comments 
on the substance of the discussion it might prove useful 
if we mentioned them. It is clear that there is no 
unanimity of opinion on the proposal. 

One citizen said: "A wading pool at the south end 
of the town will be a trouble to parents who live at 
distant points. Children will want to go to the poo! 
and mothers with little enough time on their hands as 
it is will have a time of it keeping the youngsters in 
check." 

Another citizen said; 'There's plenty of recreation 
already for the kids. There's several playgrounds for 
them. Why spend more money on their bodies and 
neglect their minds? Isn't it about time we gave atten- 
tion to the minds of the youngsters and taught them 
something useful. Too many of them are just running 
wild. We aren't doing enough to make good future 
citizens of our children." 

Other opinions expressed were that the estimated 
cost of the pool is far loo much. After all, the project 
is for a wading not a swimming poo!. A swimming 
poo] would have cost something like $80,000. A wading 
pool costing anything in the region of §7,500 will not 
be acceptable to many citizens if the sum has to be 

met out of taxes. 

At the Recreation Commission meeting we reported, 
the names of the two contractors who had submitted 
estimates were not revealed. It is most necessary that 
the citizens should be informed on that important point. 

It is imperative that the wading pool project 
should he carefully considered before any contract is 
entered into, committing the town to an undertaking 
and an exjxnse not generally acceptable.
